WINSTON-SALEM, N. C., July 


12—The death of Zachary Smith 
Reynolds, 20-year-old heir to a to- 
bacco fortune, was labeled aa mur- 
der today. 


The post-party tragedy in the 


million dollar Reynolds mansion 
wag orginally recorded as suicide. 


But a coroner's Jury, after hear- 
g- as startling testimony as ever 
!a stenographer took down at an 
inquest, decided that Smith Rey- 
nolds came to his death from a 
bullet fired by person or persons 
Unknown. 


The verdict automatically releas- 


ed Mrs. Libby Holman Reynolds, 
Broadway singer and widow of the 
dead boy, and Ab Walker, his clos- 
est friend, from custody as ma- 
terial witnesses. 


PROBE CONTINUES 


However,''Sheriff Transou Scott, 


who has taken over the investiga- 
tion of the supposed crime, said 
he may question both Walker and 
Mrs. Reynolds further today. 


The grand jury meets in the 


course of it's regular duties today. 


It may take action in connection 


with the case if it so desires. 


The testimony of witnesses at 


the inquest held at the Reynolds 
home furnished the following high- 
lights: 


"L The party at the estate pre- 


ceding the shooting of young Rey- 
nolds was marked with consider- 
able drinking. Mrs. Reynolds was 
pictured aa intoxicated and putting 
her arms Around Walker, claiming 
her husband, did not love her. 


'Id Walker that he "didn't blame 


for anything that happened," 
'according to the tetter's statement.

Courson—told the same story of 


j praise for the captain increased my 
[suspicions. 
The 
captain's own 


[story was that the boy had hanged 
himself by stretching his body out 
at a 45 degree angle, thrusting 
his feet to the rear of the sweat 
box and in that way, bringing all 
his weight to bear on his chain- 
encased neck. 


That was the story everybody 


told me. 


I finally slipped away from the 


captain and his mouthpieces and 


[ found a prisoner who told me the 
boy was wearing stacks in viola- 
tion of law when be was put into 
the sweat box. 
The captain had 


said nothing about stocks, because 
the stocks smashed his story of 
how the boy died 
With stocks 


on his feet, he couldn't stretch hjs 
body at a 45 degree angle. The 
stocks held him rigidly erect un- 
til he collapsed and then the chain 
would strangle him 


I found the stocks hidden in the 


brush near the sweat box, where 
the prisoner told me the captain 
had thrown them when the boy's 
body was taken from the box. 


I 
realized 
then the captain's 


story wasn't true. 
These stocks 


were two 
half-inch 
boards, 
in 


which small holes had been cut, 
through which the 
youths legs 


were thrust 
Then the two boards 


were nailed to cross-pieces in such 
a fashion that the stocks had to be 
sawed from the boy's body to get 
them off, after he was dead 


WENT THRU PROCESS 


I took the stocks with me The 


next day I returned to the camp 
and had myself placed m the sweat 
box by Captain Courson m 
the 


same manner in which he had put 
Maillefert. I wore the stocks. I 
had him put the chain, dangling 
from the roof on the sweet box, 
around my neck 
I asked him 


whether lie was fixing me the same 
as he fixed Maillefert 
He said he 


had me fixed the same way 


I had my photograph taken in. 


that position. The stocks chafed 
by legs, although I wore a regular 
spit and Maillefert has been nak- 
ed. When I droaped_my body, the 
chain tightened around my throat 


If I had fallen asleep or fainted, 


unless 
rescued, 
I 
would 
have 


strangled. When I stood perfectly 
erect, tne chain didn't bother me 
But they left the door "of the 
sweat box open—if 'it had been 
closed, in the broiling sun, I be- 
lieve I would have smothered in a 
very few minutes. 


This punishment was alright for 


a few minutes but it would have 
been terrible punishment to be 
chained up there for hours, witn 
the door closed. It was murder- 
ous torture to keep a man chained ! 
like that overnight 


I then 
procured a warrant 


charging Captain Courson with 
(second degree murder. After ar- 
| resting him, I talked to other con 
victs, not the trusties picked for 


I me by Courson. The other con- 
jvicts told me in Courson's pres- 
(cnce that Higginbotham was as 
j much to blame for the boy's death 
[as the guard captain. 


These other convicts said Cour- 


son had put the chain around the 
boy's neck but that HJgginbotham 
complained the chain wasn't tight 
enough to suit him. 
They said 


Higgmbotharo then 
took up 
a 


link in the 
chain, tightening it 


that much and giving the boy that 
much less room in which to move 
his head. 


i 
After hearing these accusations, 


I asked 
Higginbotham to come 


back to Jacksonville with me. On 
the way in, I secured 
another 


warrant charging him with sec- 
ond degree murder. 


The coroner's jury met a few 


days later at an inquest and re- 
turned a verdict charging 
both 


Courson and Higginbotham with 
first degree murder. The grand 
jury later indicted both on the 
same charge. They will be tried 
ir September. 


I firmly believe that boy was 


tortured to death. I never real- 
ized such instruments of torture 
were being used in this modern 
age 
I only hope the law will 


mete out justice as to forever 
abolish them from the state of 
Florida.

We get our pains through our 


nerves, the telegraph wires that 
notify us of our ailments. 
The 


pain may be due to trouble in the 
nerve itself. That sort of pain is 
called "neuralgia," or "neuritis" 
if there is actual inflammation of 
the nerve. 
In neuralgia there is no swelling 


or other sign of inflammation, no 
fever and usually no sensitiveness 
to pressure- 
There is localized 


pain, perhaps, or there may be 
vague and scattered symptoms of 
discomfort. 
In neuritis the pain may be like 


that caused by neuralgia, but on 
pressure or even light touch the 
pain is greatly increased. There is 
likely to be loss of function of the 
part involved, and sometimes there 
is more or less fever. 


There are special forms of neu- 


ralgia. For instance, when the pain 
is in the forehead or elsewhere in 
the head, it is called headache, yet 
there may not be a thing wrong 
with the brain, its coverings, the 
bones of the head or with the 
scalp. 
Instead, the pain may be 


due to eye strain, indigestion, 
localized 
infection, 
excessive 


fatigue or some other general 
cause. 
Here is a thing I want you to 


remember: Neuralgia in any one 
of its special forms may result 
from anemia. If the blood is im- 
poverished it cannot supply the 
nourishment required for normal 
health and function. One authority 
has said of this painful symptom, 
"Neuralgia is the cry of a nerve 
for more or better blood." 


But pain is not a symptom in 


every case of anemia. 
Many 


patients suffer from poor blood 
because of the absorption of toxins 
from some sort of body poisoning. 
When there is neuralgia, it is im- 
portant that the blood be enriched 
and purified. Some cases can make 
no progress towards a cure until 
cod-liver oil, iron or other addition 
to the diet supplies what the blood 
lacks. Then the neuralgia, head- 
ache or what not disappears as if 
by magic.
